x@&F Hercas it appears, That ſome Gen: 
VAzA tlemen of this Countic, have given 
7 informationto oncof the Members 
of the Houſe of Commons,of many 
40 FHrRC great oppreſiions exerciſed upon 
His Majcltics Subjects here, And 
that a Tyrannicall goyernment is founded, under 
pretence of His Majeſtiesſervice; and havethereby, 
and upon that miſinformation, drawn a Decla» 
ration from the Lords and Commons, bearing date 
| the twentieth of Auguſt inſtant, to be publiſhed 
*  tothepeople, which is grounded upon thoſe, and 
divers other falſe informations: We hold it our du- 
ties to theHonourable Houſcs,tothe ſatisfattion of 
the County, and vindication of our own honours 
and integrity hercin, 20 declare, That weare ſo far 
from being contrivers, or Inſtruments of Arbitrary 
A 2 Goyerns 
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Government or\ Tyranny, or doing any AQ, 
.Whereby the Countfty' may teceiye lol, or ſuffer 
violence, That all cur endeayours (hall tend ro no 
other end, then © afar. ic vw ſpoils and rapine, 
and ro protect cyery. perſon therein, ( as farre as we 
can) from in;ury and oppreſſion. 

Tothe better adyanecment of which good de- 
{iresand reſolutions, the Grand Jury (the repreſen- 
tative body of this County) at the Aflizes laſt hol- 
den, preſented their humble requeſts to His Sacred 
Majeſtic, and recciyed thereunto His Gracious ap- 
probation : And thereupon ſome progreſſe hath 
been made, and reſolutions taken, ayming onely 
at the tranquillity. of this County,andat noother 
end or purpoſe whatſoever: And if any have, or 
do mif-underſtand thoſe propoſutions, or wreſt 
_ them roany other' {ence then they were intended, 
they do it without any ground atall. For we pro- 
teſle, That we have not gone about to conceive, 
or act any thing, for ſiniſter or by reſpe&ts, bur 
onely for the: benefit and peace of the County in- 
generall,and of cycry particular Perſon therein; and 
that we conceive our doings,warranted by the | aw 
of Nature and Necellity, and Authorized by a 
former order'of Parhianzent, which declares, Thar 
ſuch Coumiesasputthemſelyesin a poſture of de- 
tence, have done nothing but what is juſtifiable : 
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, and agreeing upon the | 
hke Reſolutions ane Propofirions to theic, we have 
formerly reccived approbation, and publike thanks 
from the Hnnſe of Commons. | 


_ » We do therefore furcher unanimouſly publiſh to 


all lovers of Peace, That we neither have, nor will 
do any act, or ads of other nature, or tending 
ro other conlequence, then thoſe formerly agreed 
on in this Country, upon the like ocealion, by 
the Iultices of Peace, the cight and twentieth of 
Linuary laſt, and for which, we, by order fromthe 
Houſe of Commons, reccived thanks the firſt of 
February following. As allo, That we will not go 
about to takethe Arms of any honeſt Gentlemen, 
Ycomen, or Townſ:men, as we percciveis falſely 
miſreported to the Houſe, we having Oar ſelves 
hicherco done no ſuch thing, nor intending 
as far as in us lics, to ſuffer others to dothe lame, 
unle{le we be coforced to the contrary by hoſtile 
actions, or pregnant ſuſpicions from thepartics, 

We do likewiſe promiſe, That we will preſerve to 
our uttermolt endeyours, the peace of the County, 
and by all juſt wayes, oppoſe, and bring to puniſh- 
ment all ſuch as plunder and pillage any p:rſon or 
perſons of what degree, quality, or profeſſion ſo- 
ever in this County, 

That we will conſtantly, and with one minde, 
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aide and aſſiſt all es. ;eſtics Subjects, to do= 
fend them from oppreſſion of violence, wt not 


go about to takeany mans goods, .or. levic money _ 


by force. 

Thelc, and no other being our act reſoluti- 
ons,we ate confident they will-teccive the aſliltance 
and concurrence of the whole County, to bring to 
a wiſhed effect a work of ſo much ſafety and con= 
cernment| unto us all. 

And therefore (accordivg-to the Preſcntment 
of the Grand Jury, who relolved, thatleſle then 

cighr thouſand, ſix hundred, and fourty pounds, 
two ſhillings ek Pence, EF = performethis-ne- 


cetlary work) we have proportioned (according ro 


ancientandunquettioned rates) the ſaid Sum, and 
have ſentthe everal] proportions agrecd upon,uft- 
ly ratcd, to every Pariſh, not at alldoubting, but 
that every mans good affeQion to his Countrey, 
and care of his own well being, willprompr bim, 
with all.chcerfulneſle, -ro pur his ready hand to 
{uch a pious and neceſlary work, which wedclire 
a y DE |pecdily Put iN execution 1n every reſpedtive 
ariſh, rhe people calied rogerher by the Mini er, 
£ onllable: (Chur. hwardens, and Overſecrs of the 
poor, or lomeorher well affected perſons, and the 
name. of thoſe men returned jn writing., who do 
accordivgly pay, or agrce to Pay their pro- 
POTtnons, 


portions ; together he names of thoſe 
( which we cannot befeeve will be many )who are 
backward, or deny to p2y ſo ſmall a >um, thus 


laid in ballance, with the ſafery of themſelyes and 
their Countrey, And if there be any fo void of af; 


fetion to his Countrey, as to refuſe his concur- 
renceinthis affair, of ſuch generall and particular 
concernment, weſhall waſh our hands, as guilt- 
lefſe from theconſequence of that crime,and tclt ſa- 
risficd with the conſcience of our good endea- 
yours, for Unity, Pcace,and a right underſtanding, 
che onely way. ro *-nder this County fafc 
and flouriſhing, and eyery. particular perſon void 
of fcarand miltakings, and aſſured of his perſon, 
goods, and family. 

Sincetheſe, and no other, are the determinati- 
ons of our(by ſome ſo much miſtaken) mectings, 
iff any who have not hitherto bcen-preſent with 
us, Will, for the time to come afliſt us, with their 
company. and-advice, they ſhall be willingly rc 
ccived, as members ofthe ſame County, enjoy free 
liberty of debate, and receive ſutcable reſpeR; that 
ſo, with united hearts and hands, we may all joyne 
rogether, to the glory. of God, theſcrvice of our: 
King , the preſervation of true Religion, and the 
tranquillity:and aſſurance of this our Countrey, 
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
